That results in a large dependency on the oil companies, 
which is why they can get away with gouging consumers. 

But help may be on the way. 

U.S. President George Bush announced earlier this month 
that he wants America to invest $1.2 billion dollars into 
making hydrogen fuel competitively priced for power- 
ing vehicles and generating electricity. 

Hydrogen fuel is currently much more expensive tc 
produce, but it produces water, rather than the harm- 
ful and smelly exhaust fumes vehicles currently 
expel. 

By further developing hydrogen power. Bush says 
the U.S. can reduce their dependency on oil from 
more than 1 1 million barrels a day by 2040. 

He also wants to have hydrogen fuel-cell vehicles 
cost-competitive with gasoline-powered vehicles by 
2010.
